Great was the 
joy of all when the heavy fog lifted 
and the clear shining expanse of the 
Pacific lay sparkling before their 
eager eyes. Lewis and Clark had 
reached the long sought for Western 
Sea. 

They made their camp on the west 
side of Tongue Point and their winter 
quarters at Fort Clatsop on the bank 
of the Lewis and Clark River. The 
explorers erected a salt cairn at Sea- 
side to boil the ocean water to obtain 
salt. This shrine may still be seen 
at Seaside. Lewis and Clark also 
went to Elk Creek to secure oil from 
a whale stranded on the shore. They 
spent a very wretched winter and 
many of the brave varty were ill but 
the Indians were kind and neighborly 
they were able to brave the 
dangers of the fierce weather. 

The explorers left Fort Clatsop in 
March 23, 1806, and began the return 
trip to ‘the states. They had so few 
possessions left that they took the 
brass buttons off their coats to trade 
with the Indians. 

After many discouragements they 
came to the Missouri and on August
